Rev. Dr. O . Stockwell 
METHODISTS 
TO HEAR 
DR. STOCKWELL 


A Methodist missionary, who 
was held prisoner by the Com­ 
munists for 23 months and was 
the last missionary to 
le a v e 
the mainland of China after the 
Communist takeover, w ill be 
guest speaker at First 
Metho­ 
dist Church here Sunday, March 
IO, at the morning service,. 
The Rev. Dr. Olin S t o c k ­ 
well, now home on retirement, 
has spent 32 years in China and 
Singapore as a teacher 
and 
minister. Prior to his return to 
the states, he taught at Trinity 
Theological College, a 
union 
institution of Methodists Angli­ 
cans and Presbyterians. 
From 1929 to 1952, 
D r. 
Stockwell was an 
educational 
and evangelistic missionary to 
China. He worked first in Fu­ 
kien Province and la t e r 
in 
Szechwan Province in 
West 
China, where he also did the­ 
ological teaching, 
IN PRISON 
Dr. Stockwell was 
working 
in Chengtu when the Commu - 
nists overran the city. He could 
have fled before the advancing 
army but remained to carry on 
his work. Some months 
later, 
however, he was arrested 
and 
after a Communist trial, 
in 
which he had no chance to de­ 
fend himself, and was sentenc­ 
ed to prison on false charges of 
espionage. 
During this time, he 
wrote 
two books, "W ith God in 
Red 
China" and "Meditations From 
a Prison C ell", both now.out of 
print. He was released Novena 
ber 17, 1952. 
A native of Perry, 
Oklaho­ 
ma, Dr. Stockwell attended O- 
hio Wesleyan University at Del­ 
aware and was graduated 
in 
1922 with a bachelor of arts de­ 
gree. He was elected to 
Ph i 
Beta Kappa, national scholastic 
honors fraternity. He did theo­ 
logical study at Garrett Biblical 
Institute (now Garrett Theologi­ 
cal Seminary) Evanston, 111., 
and received a bachelor of di­ 
vinity degree in 1924. He was 
later awarded an honorary doc­ 
tor of divinity degree by 
Ohio 
Wesleyan in 1953. Prior to en­ 
tering the mission field, 
Dr. 
Stockwell was a pastor in Okla­ 
homa for five years.

Vicente Arcos, At 85, 
Still ‘Builds Memories’ 


By Edna G . McDade 


After having reached 
h I s 
85th birthday on January IO this 
year, Vicente Arco*, re t i r e d 
farmer and dairyman, still has 
the interest and energy requir­ 
ed to look after a flock of 150 
chickens and gather the eggs 
daily at his home, 207 
1 6th 
Street, Hondo, 
He admits that crawling un­ 
der the house to check on 
the 
nests made by hens with hide- 
away tendencies is not the snap 
It was in his younger 
y e a r s , 
"Eggs break mighty easy, too," 
he added. 
"But a man can't just sit and* 
twirl his walking cane and live 
on memories," said 
A r c o s . 
whose interests include the sea­ 
sonal planting of a vegetable 
garden big enough to supply the 
needs of several families. 
He 
has already set out tomato and 
pepper plants for this y e a r ’ s 
crop. 
The visit to M r, Arcos last 
week was made at the sugges­ 
tion of his good friend, Alfred 
Bader, who said that Arcos 
should have "a story to tell". 
Bader added that 
Vicente's 
father had practiced medicine 
in Hondo for some 25 years and 
that he had been a friend of his 
own father, the late Joe Bader. 
Mrs. Ida Haass, now a resi­ 
dent in Brown's Nursing Center 
recalls that Dr. Arcos was 
at 
the bedside of her mother when 
she died. 
FROM SPAIN 
We began the interview by 
talking about Dr. Carlos Arcos. 
Vicente, the oldest one of three 
survivors of the nine 
children 
of Dr. Arcos, said that his fath­ 
er had been educated in Madrid 
Spain, and had received his de­ 
gree in medicine from a 
uni­ 
versity there. Vicente's moth­ 
er was the former F r a n c i s c a 
Gonzales, also of Madrid. 
Dr. 
Arcos and his wife came to the 
United States by way of Mon­ 
terrey, Mexico. They lived in 
Eagle Pass before moving 
to 
Hondo in 1890 when 
Vicente 
was seven years old. 
One of Vicente's treasured 
keepsakes is his father's 
old 
black iron mortar and 
pestle 
which he used during his long 
years of practice. 


"No telling how many pills 
and medicine came out of this 
little thing," he said. He laugh* 
bigly referred to it as " an edu­ 
cated m olcajete". 
Molcajete, 
or morcajete, is the 
Mexican 
word for a clay or stone mortar 
used to grind seeds and spices. 
Because M r. Arcos has flexi­ 
ble use of English with l i t t l e 
accent, we carried on our con­ 
versation with a minimum 
of 
Spanish. He told me that h i s 
education had been very lim it­ 
ed. 
"When we came to Hondo, 
he said, "only very little oppor- 
tunity was offered the Spanish­ 
speaking children to get 
any 
education at all. We were set 
apart in a little room s o m e ­ 
where and had to do the best 
we could so not many remained 
for very long." 
He remembered that 
one 
teacher had been named "Miss 
Annie" and he still appreciates 
the effort die made to te a c h 
him and his classmates 
what 
she could. 
TAX RECEIPT 
Going back to memories of 
his father, Mr. Arcos showed me 
one of the receipts for his 
oo*1 


cunational tax. It was Number 
3252, issued May 3, 1893, 
to 
Dr. Carlos Arcos as 
physician 
and surgeon, and signed by Joe 
Ney, tax collector for Medina 
County. R. M . F i n l e y 
was 
Comptroller of Accounts for the 
State of Texas at that time and 
the tax paid was State$5,Coun> 
ty $2.50 for a total of $7.50. 
"In those days," said 
the 
doctor's son, " I know it took 
several calls on patients to col­ 
lect enough in fees to pay the 
$7.50." He remembered 
that 
his father had often been paid 
in vegetables, meat ar othe r 
4arm products and sometimes 
not at all. 
Dr. Arcos died here in 1916, 
at the age of 104 years. 
MARRIED AT 19 
Vicente Arcos was 19 when 
he married Antonia Solis 
in 
1902. His child bride was only 
13 at the time. They 
settled 
down immediately to live on a 
farm and Mrs. Arcos "helped ev­ 
ery step of the way to make 
a 
good home." For many 
years 
they lived on the farm 
now 
owned by Edgar Stiegler. 
Twenty-four children, 
14 
sons and ten daughters, 
were 
bom to the couple within 
24 
years. Some died in infancy or 
early childhood. Fourteen grew 
to adulthood and of those, 
13 
survive. 
They are Mrs. Ben ( M a r i a ) 
Diaz, now 64 and the oldest of 
the fam ily, who lives in 
D e - 
troit. Michigan; Mrs. 
F ra n k 
(Irene) Rubio; Luz Arcos, 
Jose 
Arcos, Mrs. Steven ( U r s u l a ) 
Bernal; Cresencio Arcos; 
Mrs. 
Rafael (Paula) Martinez, 
Mrs. 
G, E. (Alice) Pedroza; Manuel 
Arcos; Jesse Arcos; Mrs. 
Jo se 
(Lupe) Hinojosa; Simon Arcos; 
and George Arcos, the youngest 
who is now 30. A ll but 
M rs . 
Diaz live in Texas, most 
of 
them in Hondo. 
Five of the Arcos sons served 
in World War II. Vicente, Jr „ 
saw duty in Italy, G e r m a n y , 
France and North Africa 
and 
died later in Brooke G e n e r a l 
Hospital, Fort Sam Hospital. 
"Our children," said M r. Ar­ 
cos, "were given the best edu­ 
cation we could afford. He re­ 
calls the days of 4-and-5 cent 
cotton, a major crop, and corn, 
"beautiful com," that brought 
only 30 cents per bushel. 
"That is when I learned the 
importance of a home 
garden 
to feed a big fam ily," he said, 
"and I know we never 
went 
hung-y. A ll it takes to 
keep 
well and happy is a willingness 
to work for what one has 
or 
wants." 
GRANDCHILDREN 
M r. and Mrs. Arcos 
ha ve 
had 67 grandchildren, 63 
of 
whom are living. Their great­ 
grandchildren now t o t a l 106. 
"Too many," said their 
great­ 
grandfather, "to remember all 
the names, but enough to make 
us proud and happy." 
Vicente says that he never 
had any ambition to follow 
a 
career. He had one uncle who 
was a lawyer. "The farm life 
suited me best," he says. 
Two of his grandchildren are 
professional men. 
Crecencio 
Arcos, Jr „ received h is 
B.A. 
degree from the University 
of 
Texas and is now seeking 
his 
law degree at St. Mary's Uni­ 
versity, San Antonio. 
Another grandson is Lt. Greg

Vicente Arcos and his
